CRUELTY TO CONVICTS. 

Fhe question of penitentiary management 
is beginning to arouse. public attention in 
New York through the revelations of one 
John J: Mullen, a convict Wherated recently 
from Auburn, where he was sentenced for 
five years for stealing a dollar. True, a con- 
viet’s word is not always to be relied. upon, 
but in this instance the charges have arrested 
pudlie attention because the Rev. Mr. Dooley. 
of the Loung Men's Christian Association of 
New York City, stands behind Mullen, and 
has made some general statements, based 
upon his knowledge of the workings of the 
New York prisons, which lend a strong 
probability to Mullen’s statements, and give 
them an air of truth, though, standing alone, 
they read more like the imaginary horrors 
of fiction. The Rev. Mr. Dooley's statement 
is to the effect that the men In charge of the 
eonvicts at Sing Sing and Auburn are not 
only without any compassion or intelligent 
idea of the management of prisoners, Dut they 
are anfit for their posts by reason of their 
criminal associations.” And again he says: 
“It is. difficult to get any facts on these sub- 
jects except from prisoners after their dis- 
charge. They live in a world which you 
and 1 cannot enter. They are cut of from 
many of the simplest privileges, and some of 
the men put over them are as veritable brutes 
as ever waiked on two legs. Our State 
prisons now are machines of yengeante. 
They seize the unfertunate prisoner and 
wreak out years of revenge for what may 
have been a moment’s indiscretion.” Mul- 
len’s statements furnish u horrible pictureof 
the methods of vengeance pursued in the 
Auburn Prison. He describes the cells as 
three feet seven inches wide, seven feet six 
inches long, and six feet four inches high, 
provided with iron doors and swarming with 
vermin. Separate from the prison is a jail, 
where the convicts are sent for punishment 
in the paddling machines,—an inferual in- 
strument of torture, which is thus described:

Mullen enumerated several instances where 
convicts had been paddied, giving their 
names, for talking, looking up from their 
work, asking for things, or failing to com- 
plete their allotted tasks. When the con- 
viets become exhausted under this awful 
punishment and faint away, they are revived 
with what is called “ Resurrection Wa 
the water being a mixture of mustard, pep- 
per, salt, and vinegar. The second instru- 
ment of torture is the thumb-screw, which 
“is a sort of bracelet of gutta percha, which 
goes over a man’s wrist, and then it is brailed 
up to the edge of the gallery in the jail, and 
there he hangs with his toes just resting on 
the ground.” The usual time of this hang- 
ing is about six hours, and a convict can get 
the screws on him for not folding his arms 
when walking along from the. shop to the 
doctor's shop, and for other light nses. 
The dungeons are thus described by Mullen:

We had some remarks yesterday showing 
why Chicago fs and must always be a market 
for producers, as wellas a market for pur- 
chasers, from ali parts of the world for grain 
and provisions. The reason Is that produc- 
ers can always sell everything they have in 
Chicago. This city is so essentially a mar- 


wholly governed or controlled by prices in 
other cities. If New York or Liverpool will 
not pay Chicago prices for grain and provis- 
ions, then New York and Liverpool must go 
without grain and provisions; and it is not 
an unusual occurrence for grain to be quoted 
in New York and in Liverpool at much less 
than the prices (cost of transportation added) 
at which the grain is selling in Chicago, 80 
long as Chicago is thus able to fix the prices 
at which grain will be sold here,—and her 
ability to do this is well established,—she 
ean offerto producers a market ranging from 


and half a cent per pound more on meat than 
can be found in any other city in the country. 

St. Louis, on the contrary, is not 
in which producers can always sell, and con- 
sequently not one in which purchasers can 


where the grain trade is governed and 
operated by millers. Unless the millers of 
St. Louis buy, then there is no one else there 
to buy, and the millers, having the market to 
themselves, govern it to suit themselves. 
This season, there being a good run of water 
in the river, there was a spurt in the way of 
wheat delivery at that place, and for a while 
the imaginative people of that city had 
visions of the most golden character, Where 
upon the Merchants’ Exchange of that city 
proceeded to raise the standard of grain in- 
spection in that city so as to render St. Louis 
the poorest place in country in which a 
producer can sell his grain.

SUNK BY COLLISION. 
Spectal Dispatch to [he Chicago Tribune, 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived at the office of the Anchor Line of steam- 
ers on State street this forenoon from Capt. 
Garvie, of the steamer Anglia, which sailed 
from here for London Sept. 2, announcing that 


the vessel had been lost by a collision with the. 


British bark Irongate on the 6th inst., and that 
all on board were saved. No further particu- 
lars were given. The dispatch was dated St. 
Johns, Newfoundland, and, as the Captain 


would report at once to the ship's owners upon 


landing, it is evident that the vessels were a long 
distance at sea when the collision occurred. 
The Anglia was valued at about $400,000, and 
with the cargo will prove a total loss. The crew 
numbered forty-four, and there were twelve 
cattlemen on board, all of whom were saved. 
There were no passengers. Henderson Bros., 
the owners of the Anchor Line, insure theirown 
vessels, and so the loss will be shared by no 
other company. 

The cargo of the Anglia consisted of 41,507 
bushels of corn and 1,500 tons of produce. and 
about 200 tons of merchandise. More was taken 
aboard at Halifax, consisting of a large quantity 
of lobsters and a few packages of sundry goods. 

The Irongate, which ran into the Anglia, was 
built in April, 1878, and is owned by Edward L. 
Alexander & Co. Shé was commanded by Capt. 
Dunn, and was bound from Antwerp for New 
York. She is built of tron, registered e tons, 
and hails from Glasgow. She was sailing in 
ballast only when the collision occurred. 

From the New York office of the Anchor Line 
comes the statement that it is believed that a 
dense fog and heavy sea prevailed at the time 
of the collision. Capt. Garvie gave ample proof 
of the excellent discipline which prevailed on 
the. Anglia, for without asking assistance de 
ordered the boats out, and the entire crew left 
the vessel in safety. The Anglia went down 
soon after. 

Sr. Jouns, N. B., Sept. 10.—The British steam- 
er Anglia, Capt. Garvie, from Boston, Sept. 2, 
for London, foundered at sea on the 6th. Au 
hands saved.

The Chicago agents of the Anchor Line 
Steamiship Company received a dispatch yester- 
day from their New York correspondents, brief- 
ly informing them that the steamer Anglia, o 
that line, bad sunk in collision on the 6th inst., 
when only four days out from Boston for Lon- 
don. The dispatch further stated that all bands 
were saved. A second dispatch, received later 
in the day, read as follows: “New York Tele- 
graph’s telegram from Capt. Garvie, at St. John, 
N. F., reports loss of Anglia by collision with bark 
Irongate on the 6th. Crew all landed safely.“ 

The Anglia was the freight- boat of the line, and 
one of the stanchest and soundest vessels engaged 
in the carrying trade. She was 2,265 tons register, 
1411 net, and over 3,000 gross. She was built 
upon the Clyde, in Scotland, her rating—A No.1 
—showing that she was constructed within the 
past ten years. She was an iron steamer, three- 
masted, bafgue-rigged, and well fitted in every 
respect, her length being 225.3 feet, her breadth 
85 feet, and ber depth 22.8 feet. Her cargo, or 
rather so much of it as was loaded from Chicago, 
is understood to have consisted of about 45,000 
busheis of grain,—wheat and corn,—100 tons of 
bacon, from 5,000 to 6,009 sacks of. flour, and a 
miscellaneous assortment of general merchan- 
dise. The vessel itself was not fmsured, tho 
steamship company doing its own underwritmg.

WHEAT IN ST. LOUIS. 
Glebe- Democrat. 

During the past eight months St. Louis has 
handled a little more than 12,000,000 bushels of 
the wheat crop of this country; some of it has 
been made into flour, some of it has been lifted 
into the elevators and shipped out by rail or 
river, and some of it has merely passed thro 
the city like the Ten Commandments th 4 
Sunday-school without leaving any permanent 
impression behind. But even if we had bought 
the whole 12,000,000 bushels, passed it all through 
the elevators, and then handied it in wagons, 
and sold it to the millers and made it into flour 
and barreled it and sold it at profit, the total 
value of our wheat interest would be a very 
small matter for a city the size of St. Louis, and 
an imperceptible fraction of the wheat interest 


of the whole country. 

Yet the Merchants’ Exchange of St. Louis, 
which bandies so small a fraction of the wheat 
crop of this country, and which ia consumers’ 
market for just about 1 per cent of the wheat, 
has undertaken to set aside the grades of Chica- 
go, Milwaukee, Toledo, New York, Baltimore. 
and all other places where American wheat is 
graded, and s set up a grade of itsown. If 
while doing this the Merchauts’ Exchange could 
bave introduced a new st — Noy os and

OBITUARY. 


THE HON. GUSTAVUS HENRY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 10.—The Hon. Gusta- 
vus Henry, well knewn over the Union as the 
“eagle orator ot Tennessee,“ died at his home 
in Clarksville this morning, after a lingering l- 
ness, aged 76 years. 

In his demise Tennessee has lost one of her 
purest statesmen. He was educated in the old 
Whig school of politics, and for a long time was 
one of the honored leaders of that party. His 
great eloquence and matchbiess oratorical pow- 
ers made bim famous throughout the length and 
.breadth of the State. Nor was his reputation 
confined alone to Tennessee, but among great 
gatherings in the olden: time in different 
States his name very frequently appeared as 
among the invited speakers. In New York, 
throughout the New ＋ States, in Ohio, 
Indiana, and Kentuck voice has often been 
heard in defense of principles of the pirty 
to which be beiongtd and which he advocated 
with that enthusiasm that belonged to his nat- 
ure. Deceased was born in Kentucky, and at 
an early age removed to Clarksville to follow 
the profession of law. He waa the oldest as well 
hg ablest member of the Bar, which is one of 

most distinguished in the States. He was 
elected to the Lower House of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 183 and again in 
1851. He was elected for the Sta e at large 
during the memorable Clay campa ga cf 184i.
